" Jiut now from nJmtgc of the Supremo Court 


of Wi»ui>u*int in thu discharge of his otlicinl du- 
tit'rf, conieii a deviition which commences a new 
era in tho discussion of till* questinu. It* au- 
tlior, Mr. Justico Smith, is said to bo a Demo- 
crat. Hi* judgment has nil tho bone and mus- 
cle, with tho strong spirit, in which tmyputh- 
ful Stnto exiittH. AH a composition it is excel- 
lent, especially when compared with the dead 
luvwl ol judicial opinions, while it in often lifted 
by it* animatingprinciplcg into arcgion ot true 
eloquence. Its matily vigor compares fitly with 
thitt of Lord Holt, when he declared law* con- 
trury to reason to be void, and refused to bo 
bullied by the Home uf Commons. And we 
doubt, If, in the aonal* of the English or Amer- 
ican Bench, thorn be a judgment, which, for its 
subject and manner, iiiuy be more truly COID- 
mi.'niled. The judgment of Lord Nottingham 
in t)iu Duko of Norfolk's case, is much admired 
by thu technical lawyer; there are many opin- 
ions of Lord ilniurteld and Sir Win. Scott 
wliich constitute important contribution* to ju- 
ri«prudcnce; whilo injour own country we have 
the judicial labors of Marshall, Kent and Story 
worthy all of honorable fame; but nosing! 
jiulgmout in tho long list, English and Amor 
can, has the cumbinution of ciualiticg which 01 
curs in this. It will be found in to-day's pape 
nnd Nhould bo road by all, especially by an 
rnun who yet gives credence to the alleged cou 
Htitutionality of the Fugitive Act." 


After stating the history of tho case and re 


dewing at length tbo positions which Justie 
Smith maintained, it conclude* thus : 


•'This promises to bo n memorable judge 


input, leading thu way to better things. Othe 
courts and judgo* will take up the same exal 
ed strain of justice. The pusillanimous exam 
pie net by tho Supreme Court of Massachusetts 
will bo discorded, while just guards to protec 
thu liberty of tho citizen, will be boldly asser 
ed. The landmark which Wisconsin has now 
erected, will be cherished forever, sacred 
the Constitution and the Common Law. It rare 
ly happen* to a puriuu in judicial life, while dii 
pensing justice, to associate hi* name with 
historic act. A citizen has been set at liberty 
nnd atithe sumo time, a blow has been strucl 
ut a revolting statute, under which it will ye 
tumble to the ground."

THE earliest anti-slavery argument of Semi- 


tor Chase, of Ohio, which wa* thought worth 
being printed, was a defouie of the colored 
womun MATILDA, claimed as a fugitive Irom 
slavery. In that argument, delivered in March,

"I look with confidence to the Judiciary of 


the country. I feel assured, that though'my 
reasoning may fail to convince this court, other 
courts, and perhaps this court, at another time, 
if not now, will pronounce this act UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL, HEPUUSANT TO THE ORDINANCE 
OK 1787, SUHVER81VE OF THE FIRST PRINCI- 
PLES OF CIVIL LIBERTY, AND, THEREFORE, 
NULL AND VOID." 


A groat crowd wa* collected in the Court 


House, but it wa* tho period of ultra anti-abo- 
lition ascendancy in Cincinnati, and he looked 
in vain for a single friendly face. There wero- 
friendly faces and friendly hearts there, an the 
future proved, but he did not know it. All 
around everywhere there were scowling looks, 
as if he was promulgating treason. Many hon- 
est people no doubt really thought so, and in 
their hearts believed that their ecowls upon 
him were required by patriot ism and duty. Af- 
ter be had closed his argument, as he passed 
out through the crowd, nobody greeted him 
with friendly cheer, or even a congratulation 
that ho had made a creditable argument. One 
remark only fell upon hi* ear, which came from 
a veteran politician. " Well," said he, " ther 
goes a promising young man, who has ruine 
himself forever." 


It so happened that among his auditors 


this time, wa* a young medical student, attem 
ing lectures in Cincinnati. Mr. Chase did no 
know hiui, and, except as the advocatu of tli 
cause, ho did not know Mr. C. Shortly afte 
words he went abroad, nnd speut aevcrnl year 
in Europe, qualifying himself for a professions 
career. Finally he returned, and eutered infc 
practice in one of the counties of Ohio. M 
Chase pursued quietly the practice of the law 
never changing tho opinions he avowed befor 
the Court of Common Pleas, advocating them 
before the Supreme Court of the United States 
and finally making them the basis also of hi 
political action. 


In 1848 the medical student vvaa elected 


member of the Legislature of Ohio. Hi* uam 
was NORTON S.ToWNSHKND. lie was a Dem 
ocrat, but an Independent Democrat. It s 
happened that the Old Line Democrats had no 
a majority in the Legislature, and of coure 
could not elect one of their own number to th 
Senate, without a coalition with the Whigs.— 
Bather than do this, they preferred to elect 
Democrat unshackled by their national party 
tics. Townehend proposed Mr. Chase, and th 
result waa hi* election. ^The primary and cou 
trolling reason for Townshend's preference o 
Mr. Chase, wa» hi* argument in the Matilda 
case, and the independence of character whicl 
be thought it displayed. 


If Senator Chase wa* ruined by his advoca

Mr. Gillette said : I feel deeply embarrassed 


lu appearing before tho Senate hi tt pt>sittou ot 
unavoidable antagonism to my honorable col- 
league, but under a sense of duty to the State 
which a have the honor in part to represent, I 
must ask the inJuIgouco'ot'tho Semite for a few 
moments while I notice *omo of the remarks 
which have fallen from hia lips on this occaaiou 
as antipodal as are your respective positions of 
the great qu««tion of the age and country. I 
trust that ior thu honor of our common iitato 
and the dignity of the Senate wo may always 
bo oil terms of kiudly intercourse. I do not 
intend on occount of any contrariety of opiuiona 
to become unmindful of the courtesies ami pro- 
prieties which appropriately belong to senator- 
ial, no less than to civil life. I do not rite, Sir, 
with any wish of intention of invalidating any- 
thing that my honorable colleague has ottered, 
any further than he has implicated othors in hia 
defence. So far from it I am willing, nay desi- 
rous that ho should have tho full berieiit of all 
he can Bay legitimately in extenuation of his 
course. I have no heurt to aggravate, by any 
word or deed of mine, the embarrasrueiita o'f 
his position ; and had ho conducted his defense 
without assailing the honor of our common 
State, which it seems to me we are alike inter- 
ested to preserve and defend, I should have been 
silent. But, Sir, I feel that tho honor of the 
fetato of Connecticut is deeply involved, and I 
should be false to my convictions of duty, and 
derelict to that good old Commonwealth, if I 
should sit muto nnd passive when her honnor is 
assailed— that State which stood second ouly 
to Mafisaehusctts in the Revolutionary struggle 
—that State of which the great historian Ban- 
croft, a citizen of Massachusetts, has said, "I 
" know of no State in the Union orin the world, 
; i n tho history of which, were I a citizen, 
'should find so much of which to bo 
and so little that I could wish to blot"—that 


for tho safety of which ho i* alarmed. Now, 
Sir, I would not do the injustice to, my col- 
league to compare myself with him in legal sci- 
ence: hot I have given some attention to the 
law to which he has taken exception since I 
saw it heralded through the country a* nullifi- 
cation, and I have not been able to discover 
anything in it that needs to excite apprehen- 
»i_on» of the most vigilant sentiments of the Fu- 
gitive Act. I have consulted several eminent 
civilian* in relation to it, all of whom have a«- 
»nred uie that it conflicts with no law of the 
United States, and I think I can safely chal- 
lenge those who assert to the contrary to pro- 
duce the proof. But without detaining the Sen- 
ate upon this point, I would here raise the 
question whether under the Constitution of tho 
U. States Connecticut has not as mnch right to 
enact laws for the protection of the rights of 
her people, as-South Carolina has to enact laws 
for tho destruction of the rights of her people ? 
Whether Freedom may «ot be protected under 
the Constitntinu as well as Slavery 7 Cannot 
Connecticut be indulged a little with the priv- 
ilege of protecting the rights and liberties of 
her own people upon her own soil, when apart 
of them at least havo no protection except such 
aa is furnished by prison walls in certaiu other 
States of this Union. 


Oh, Mr. President, has it come to this, that 


we of the North are till centralized, absorbed, 
melted down, swallowed up, consolidated into 
this great central usurping government, and the 
Northern States are mere appendage*—shorn 
and rayless sattelites, to revolve around this all 
absorbing centre, in borrowed light. God for- 
bid. To this momentous question, Connecti- 
cut, I rejoice to *ay, true to her ancient fame, 
ar the vigilant champion of State rights, and 
mindful of her grand historical eminence as a 
defender of liberty, answers No. I feel some- 
what as tho great friend of America nnd Lib- 
erty felt when giving voice to theso words in 
the British Parliament in 1776: " I rejoice 
that America has resisted. Three millions of 
people, so dead to all the feelings of liberty as 
voluntarily to submit to Slavery, would have 
been fit instruments to make slaves of the rest.1'

State, Sir, to which the late Mr Calhoun, in 
speech delivered on this floor in February, 1847, 
said with a magnanimity worthy of hib great 
name: "It is to Connecticut and New-Jersey 
" that we owe this Federal rather than aNation- 
" al Government, the best Government rather 
" than the worst and most intolerable on earth " 
You will excuse me, then, for indulging a littie 
in State pride and feeling somewhat sensitive 
when the honor of that State is assailed. I shall 
not enter into abstract questions or indulge in 
pettifogging subtleties, but shall only attempt 
to disnbuao the character of tho State of the 
aspersions which have beun cast upou it, that 
it may shine forth iu its native eilulgenco- 
It 


may not be unproiitablo, in tho first place, to 
inquire what is tho cause of tho disagreement 
between my honorable colleague and the State 
which we represent ? Why hns this unhappy 
difference, to use no stronger term, arisen be- 
tween a sovereign State nnd one of its repre- 
sentatives on this floor 7 It is one of the bitter 
fruits of the latest great peace measure which 
was to settle all agitation for all time in this 
country. It had it* origin in the overthrow of 
tho Missouri Compromise. Thisisthepcstilent- 
bojt out of which it shrank. I will state tho 
facts as briefly as possible in relation to this 
iTiatter. The preposition to violate the public 
faithiby the abrogation of that Compromise, 
thus breaking down the last barrior against 
Slavery to all the Territories of tho United 
States and leaving them wide open to its dark 
inundations—Territories which had been de- 
clared forever free by what was considered at 
thetimo to be a solemn and irrepcalable com- 
pact—startled the good people of Connecticut 
from their Blumbevs and rallied them to the 
polls at their late State eloction in April, nnd 
the ballot-boxes rang out an indignant " No." 
This was the great issue in that election, and 
never wa* there a political revolution in any 
State more complete and signal. It was atten- 
ded with no storm of popular excitement. It 
wag conducted with remarkable- moderation and 
calmness—hardly a leaf trembled in the breeze. 
It was the natural, spontaneous, uprising of the 
people to avert a great impending calamity and 
savo themselves on their country from its disas- 
trous consequences. 
Outside of tho pale of 


Governmental officials, there was hardly a voice 
of dis«ont. Tho result, Sir, was what we should 
naturally expect. Both branches of the Legis- 
lature were overwhelmingly opposed to the 
odious measure, Soon after convening early in 
the month of May, the subject was brought np 


earnest, Connecticut hns been so prompt to 


proud take her position on the side of Freedom, and 


to call upon us to restore this Government to 
the old foundations on which her Ellsworth ami

to the times.— Here were assembled men in the 
meridian of their day*, ttanding in all the ilignitr 
of their nature, appealing to Heaven for tfce 
justice of their cause, and, ID language unmis- 
takable, declaring themselves ready to sacrififo 
all for freedom ; men also, whose head are til- 
vered over by tbo froit* of many winter*, whi*) 
appeal* of eloquence, and the recital of whot« 
early time* come to our heart* like adnionitioni 
and advice from the tombs of our revolutio- 
nary father*. Could bnt aome of tho«o fedcrtl 
whiffata which are barking and yelping around 
the heel* of the people, and feel considerable in- 


urnment the accursed vampire of Slavery. My 
honorable colleague has undertaken for the 
second or third time, to prove the Missouri 
Compromise line unconstitutional. I will not 
tax the patience of the Senate with any reply, 
further than to offset the opinions of President 
Monroe, together with those of hia unrivaled 
Cabinet, Calhoun, Crawford, Wirt, and John 
Quincy Adams, against the argument and opin- 
ions of my honorable colleague.

which Reeks to degrade man below tbo beast* ; 
which accounts his precious right* of too little 
value to be entitled to a jury trial; which hold* 
out the bribe of a double fee to the petty Com- 
missioner for dooming a human being to slave- 
ry ; which, in short, overthrow* all the safe- 
guards of human right*, and leave* man an easy 
prey to be despoiled and captured by the pirate, 
the kidnapper, and the ilavehunter. It wa* 
conceived In sin, ihapen in iniquity, and baptiz- 
ed in blood. It has no rival in it* aavage bru- 
tality; nothing in the code of any civilized na- 
tion to compare with it, bnt tower* alone In it* 
detestable pre-eminence of atrociou*, unmiti- 
gated villany.
